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CANADA’S DEPARTMENT STORES PLAY A LARGE 


PART IN RETAIL SALES

HE LEADING Department Stores in Canada started when 

Canada was young and grew to their present great importance 

as Canada grew and prospered. The story of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company (incorporated in 1670) is well known. Many of the 
others were established in the middle of the last century during 2 
period of very rapid growth of the population. Bartering was still 
the practice in rural buying and selling, and haggling was common- 
place in the town stores. The shops which later developed into 
vast Department Stores prospered by selling what was wanted by 
most people, at good prices, and pestering no one to buy. 

They now play an extremely important part in the retail distribu- 
tion of goods in Canada. In 1948 an estimated $7,276 million 
were spent on things bought retail by a population of less than 
13 million, This amount exceeded 1947 expenditure by 10-91 per 
cent., and was itself exceeded by 5:8 per cent. in 1949. The figures 
for 1950, when the population had grown to 14 million (including 
the population of Newfoundland, which joined the Dominion on 
March 31, 1949), will show a further considerable increase, As the 
market has grown so the Department Stores’ total sales have in- 
creased, Their share of the market has been maintained for a long 
time at about 11 per cent., a figure which cannot be properly 
appreciated without seeing it side by side with the figures for the 
other trades :—

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It is interesting to observe that the share of the market held by 
the Department Stores in the Province of Quebec is very much 
below the average (7-7 per cent. in 1948), whereas in Manitoba and 
British Columbia the Department Stores are comparatively very 
strong (26-4 per cent. and 14 per cent., respectively). 


It is not possible to compare exactly the trade done by the various 
departments of the Department Stores with that done by the 
specialist stores. For example, the retail drug stores handle a 
broader range of goods than the drug departments of the Department 
Stores. Some of the departments and the retail store types are more 
directly comparable than others. The comparison of their total 
sales in 1947 gave the following indication of the relative importance 
of the department and other retail stores in the distribution of 
different classes of goods :—

It should be remembered, however, that the direct importing 
Department Stores enjoy a greater share of the trade in imported 
goods than the smaller stores, and their share of certain types of 
goods, for instance, “ high fashion ” goods, may well be far greater 
than indicated by the figures for the general group. 

The trend has been for the Department Stores to gain strength 
at a greater rate than the specialist stores in those departments 
where they were already strong, but to gain strength at a lesser rate 
where they were comparatively weak. 


The stocks of the Department Stores in Canada, taken as a whole, 
usually reach their peak in August of each year, although it seems that 
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October-November is the peak period for stores in the west of Canada. 
The foll table will serve to illustrate the importance of the 
Department Stores represented in terms of total inventory values 
(millions of dollars) on August 31, 1947 :—

Some of the Department Stores have developed a more discrimina- 
ting custom than others but, in general, they serve the main body of 
the public. They find no place for the very high priced, high quality 
merchandise except for prestige purposes. Equally they avoid the 
shoddy and the excessively cheap. 


Keen Prices 


The fact that they buy wholesale in large quantities has enabled 
them to offer keen prices despite their enormous overhead costs- 
Their hold on the mar«et is such that their retail price quotations 
cannot be far exceeded by the country general and neighbourhood 
stores who buy from the wholesalers. Exporters should consider 
their sales policy carefully : whether to sell only to the Department 
Stores, only to the wholesalers, or to both. If they decide to sell to 
both they would be obliged to consider, in deciding their price policy, 
the operating costs of agents and wholesalers, both of whom play an 
essential part in distribution. 

The Department Stores offer goods to be bought. Except in so 
far as they advertise concentratedly and continuously, they do not, in 
most of their departments, set out to sell actively ; they do not pester 
the customer to buy. They rely on the attractive display and pre- 
sentation of their merchandise. If manufacturers wish to sell through 
the Department Stores they must pay careful attention to attractive- 
ness of finish and packaging. 

The policy of returning the purchase price if goods are not satis- 
factory has led the Department Stores to establish, in their own and 
their customers’ interests well-equipped testing departments where 
manufacturers’ samples and samples of deliveries are put through 
rigorous tests. Repeat orders cannot be expected where the propor- 
tion of returns is high. In selling to the Department Stores a high 
standard of factory inspection is an essential safeguard for future 
business. 


Mail Order Services 


This policy has contributed materially to the development of the 
mail order services operated by some of the Department Stores. In 
1941 (the year of the last complete census) the total population of 
Canada was 11-5 million. Of these 4-9 million people lived in towns 
with more than 5,000 inhabitants. Although the mail order services 
look to towns of 5,000 population and over for many customers (Order 
Offices have been established in many towns), the 6°6 million people 
living in rural districts and in centres of less than 5,000 population 
provide the natural market for the mail order services. Stores in such 
smali centres cannot stock the wide variety of goods demanded by 
people who are subjected to much newspaper and magazine advertising 
and nowadays to the influence of the radio and the cinema. In the 
early days of their establishment, the Department Stores were quick 
to realize that the majority of people in rural districts could not afford 
either the time or the cost of going to the nearest centre to choose and 
buy. The habit of ordering by mail formed in the early years has 
not been weakened now that the motor car has made such trips more 
easy. ‘The mail order catalogue, ordering by mail, and looking forward 
to the arrival of the postman with the package, are highly appreciated 
features of rural life. 

An impression of the size of the mail order business in Canada may 
be gauged from the fact that 20 or 25 per cent. of Eaton’s million- 
dollar-a-day sales are effected by mail order, that the Eaton catalogue 
is published four times a year (two volumes of between 500 and 600 
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pages each and two smaller mid-season issues, all printed in French as 
well as in English), and that the large catalogues cost a dollar or more 
a copy and are given away to a million or more people. 

This vast trade has been made possible because all know that if the 
goods are not satisfactory the money will be refunded immediately 
and without question. Exporters selling to mail order departments 
must be sure that factory inspection of their products is impeccable. 


Buying Arrangements 

Buying for the mail order services is, in most of the Department 
Stores, carried on entirely separately from buying for the other 
departments. When goods are offered by catalogue stocks must be 
on hand as soon as the catalogue is issued. Nothing can bring a mail 
order service into disrepute more quickly than money being returned 
with an excuse, and the return of money, together with the corres- 
pondence it involves, is a costly matter. In selling to the mail order 
services particularly, it is essential to deliver on time. Local manu- 
facturers have a considerable advantage over exporters abroad in that 
they are able to ensure quick delivery against repeat orders for goods 
which have sold unexpectedly well. A determination to see to it that 
repeat orders are satisfied with the minimum delay is of great value in 
selling to mail order departments. 

The managers and buyers of the departments of branches of the 
Department Stores enjoy a varying measure of autonomy in their 
purchases. It is always advantageous for a manufacturer or his 
representative to call on them. 
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for “ prestige’ purposes which, however, represent only a small 
proportion of imports. 

The foregoing applies pwns A and not particularly to special 
** sales ’’ such as “‘ White Sales ’’ in January, and so on. A plan for 
the marking down of prices frequently includes provision for special 
“ Promotion Sales,”” and goods in Canada, as elsewhere, are ordered 
specially for sale during the ‘‘ Promotion Sales.” 

Given a constant expense of operation, the more goods sold the 
smaller the gross profit need be to ensure the same yield to the Depart- 
ment Store. The smaller the gross profit, the better the value of the 
goods on sale and the greater the expectation of increased sales and 
net yield. It is the buyers’ aim not only to increase the turnover of 
his department, but also to ensure good value so that sales may be 
further increased. Value can only be judged at the time of initial 
offer for sale, when the goods are in greatest demand. The buyer, 
therefore, pays particularly close attention to the reduction of the 

** accounting losses ’’ of his department, representing the difference 
between the amount which would have been received by the sale of 
his stock at the original price and the actual return, by trying to buy 
what will sell quickest in quantities related to peak season demand. 
In short, he has every encouragement to buy what his customers want 
most, and is, therefore, keenly interested in the attempts of manu- 
facturers to make what is wanted and to create a demand for what is 
made. This tends to place the United Kingdom exporter at a dis- 
advantage, unless means are sought of discovering and making what 
is wanted, presenting the products 
in ways which are attractive to 





A proportion of purchases is, how- 
ever, effected centrally at the head- 
quarters of the Stores in consultation 
with and following the specifica- 
tions of branch buyers. The same 
sort of arrangement exists with the 
buying offices which many of the 
Department Stores have estab- 
lished abroad. It is, therefore, 
best to call, when calls are pos-

sible, at all points, and to maintain 
contact at all points between calls. 

Each year the leading Department Stores send buyers to Europe 
to buy on behalf of the entire organization. They base them- 
selves on the buying offices, whose function it is to acquaint the 
managers and buyers with local conditions, to help them with their 
nerary, and to make appointments and soon. The buying offices also 
effect purchases on instructions from headquarters, and provide early 
information of new developments and trends. They see to the 
settlement of accounts, watch the progress of production against 
orders already placed, and supervise transportation and delivery, 
and even undertake the packing and shipping of small orders not 
shipped direct to Canada by the manufacturers. The importance of 
maintaining contact with the buying offices in the United Kingdom is 
very clear. 

Sales technique is by no means uniform throughout the Department 
Stores. The systems adopted by each, however, have one feature in 
common : they are all concerned with making*room for more saleable 
merchandise by the disposal of goods which cost more, in terms of the 
cost of the floor or counter space they occupy and of the tying up of 
capital, than the price at which they are offered for sale. Some goods 
are naturally slower to move than others ; the mark-up applied to the 
slower moving goods is higher than to stocks of:merchandise which 
turn over quickly. A typical system is for stocks to be offered for sale 
on arrival, or at the appropriate time in the season, at a pre-determined 
price for a pre-determined period. Thereafter the prices are marked 
down by steps and at intervals according to plan until they have been 
disposed of. 

This system gives emphasis to the importance of delivery on time, 
since goods which will sell rapidly at their original prices early in the 
season can only be sold at progressively marked down prices as time 
goes on. It also explains to some extent why it is that the mark-up 
applied to imported goods occasionally appears to be higher than to 
domestically produced goods. Although much that is bought abroad 
is very competitive in price, a proportion of imported goods are higher 
priced, of a better quality than other goods on sale, or appeal to the 
taste of a small section of the community, or are in other ways different 
from the mass of goods, different in ways which will be appreciated 
only by a comparatively small section of customers. Such imported 
goods move comparatively slowly, and the mark-up is accordingly 
higher. Moreover, where it costs more to import goods than it does 
to buy them locally the additional costs are reflected in the mark-ups. 
Considerations are somewhat different where goods are bought solely

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Timber Trade Facing Rising Prices 


and Consumption 


(CHANGES in the timber trade during the last two years were 

commented on by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold 
Wilson, when he spoke at the annual dinner of the Timber Trades 
Federation of the United Kingdom in London on Wednesday, 
March 7. 

Mr. Wilson said that by a happy coincidence, when he spoke at 
their dinner two years ago, he was able to announce the ending of 
licensing of hardwood, a considerable risk at the time, but one which 
he was sure had been of great benefit to the trade and its customers. 
It was not without great value also in helping us through a very 
difficult time, with such substitution as was possible, on steel supplies 
in 1949 and on softwood supplies last summer. ‘Two years ago also 
he somewhat cautiously expressed the hope that some progress towards 
reversion to private buying—at least in hardwood—might be made. 
In fact, hardwood buying reverted to private purchase over a year 
ago, and last autumn we were able to take the first and not insignificant 
step towards reversion of softwood buying to private trade. 

Referring to hardwood first, he really felt that apart, from one or two 
doctrinal differences there had been about entry to the trade, both 
operations (removal of licensing and reversion to private purchase) 
had gone very well. The supply of hardwood had been well main- 
tained and imports in fact had shown a considerable increase. 
National stock continued to sell ; some of it had just been repriced 
in accordance with our policy of following, rather than leading the 
market. Perhaps it would be not unfair if he were to express the 
hope that we should see a little more speed in disposing of the national 
stock available. ‘The hardwood trade was, of course, not entirely free. 
It was still not possible to allocate all the dollars that could be spent 
on hardwood, but the trade, following the lead previously given by the 
Timber Control, had turned adversity to good account by the great 
interest they had shown in Colonial timbers and the great assistance 
that had been given to Commonwealth trade development by their 
activities. Some measure of the progress which had been achieved 
was shown by the fact that while imports of tropical hardwood from 
the Colonies in 1938 amounted to 3 million cu. ft., in 1950 they 


amounted to over 18} million cu. ft.—a rise from % per-cent. to 33 per 
cent. of our total hardwood imports. 


Plywood Progress 

It would be discourteous to an important section of the trade not 
to refer to plywood, which had made considerable progress in these 
past two years. ‘The Government and the trade, by working together, 
had done much to hold plywood prices at a reasonable level, to ensure 
that Government stocks of plywood were of the highest possible 
quality, and to allow plywood importers to regain some experience 
of their proper business, What would happen next must depend, 
like everything else, very much on the international situation and it 
was still too early to say when and how much more plywood could be 
handed over to private buying or released from consumption licensing. 
But he thought our actions on both hardwood and softwood would by 
now have convinced the trade that our approach to these difficult 
questions was based on no doctrinaire attitude, but on a fair review 
of the merits of the case. 

Turning to softwood, the President said there had been many 
talks over the past two years. It had not been possible to ease up 
on licensing, but some progress had been made with a partial reversion 
to private trade. Stocks of softwood at present were low and though 
he hoped the previous week’s announcement might do something to 
unfreeze a little softwood bought on private account, it would not be 
until the summer that we should see a really marked improvement in 
the timber position which should, he thought, go beyond anything we 
had known for some years. Meanwhile, although the stock was 
down to a lower figure than they liked to contemplate, he thought it 
would be generally agreed that, largely as a result of imports from 
North America, stocks consisted of wood of far higher quality than 
much of the stuff we had in last year’s low stock figures. 

It was, therefore, heartening not only that imports from North 
America had been high, but that the reports he was receiving about 
the progress of private buying suggested that the trade was doing a 
good job. But it would be a great help if the reports could be sent 
in more promptly. 

At the 1949 Dinner he had said “‘ It is a matter of regret to us, 
requiring timber as we do, and to our Canadian friends, that our 
Canadian dollar position simply will not enable us to go further than 
we are doing.” In fact, 292,000 standards of softwood were imported 
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from North America to this country in 1949. In 1950, as a result of 
the serious worsening in the dollar position which began a few weeks 
after the Timber Trades Federation Dinner, our imports from North 
America were down to 151,000 standards, but with the improvement 
in the dollar situation which we all so greatly welcomed, contracts 
had already been placed since early last year for 657,000 standards, 
and since we should now be buying such timber as was available at 
reasonable prices from North America right on through the year 
after the present contracts had been shipped, we might expect our 
shipments this year from North America not only greatly to exceed 
any previous record pre-war and post-war, but to reach a figure getting 
on towards double the pre-war average. 

The figures he had given, covering both Africa and Canada, would 
show that between them, having a proper regard for the distinction 
between hardwood and softwood, they were trying to get the best from 
both worlds, the old and the new. These shipments, together with 
others which Timber Control might be securing, and the large 
quantities we were hoping for from the private trade, should enable 
us to build the stocks required for normal distribution within this 
country to a far safer level than we had known for some time, and at 
the same time enable us to build up a national stock for use in possible 
emergency. Building up stocks must, therefore, be a first call on 
our imports. The importance of that last point was very great, 
bearing in mind the depleted state of our home forests and the fact 
that, in such an emergency, it would be exceedingly hard to provide 
shipping for timber imports. But, as he had promised, he would take 
steps to see that traders were not required to carry excessive stocks 
in relation to the amount required for normal commercial distribution. 


Education in Timber Uses 

He would not at this stage like to say more about the prospects of 
increased consumption than that he was as anxious as his audience to 
see the relief to our economy which a greater use of timber would 
allow. He understood that the Timber Development Association 
was already planning to re-educate the public in the uses of timber. 
He hoped that in doing so they would bear in mind very prominently 
the necessity to ensure that, in any emergency, we should not so have 
dissipated our improving timber supplies as to bring about an 
immediate and dangerous scarcity again. 

Year after year timber trade spokesmen had expressed the keen 
desire of the trade to be free once again to buy in world markets. The 
days of an easy life and assured profits under Timber Control con- 
ditions had gone. Now they had to live dangerously. That was 
what they wanted. But he was sure the trade would realize the vast 
responsibility that now lay upon them. It was the responsibility not 
only for bringing in the supplies, not only for getting the keenest 
possible prices for their imports. At a time when the whole tendency 
must inevitably be in the opposite direction, they were faced again, 
in a period of acute shortage, with a freedom in the matter of price 
which, after these long years of control, must cause some anxiety 
among customers. He welcomed the clear assurances given by the 
trade to him personally that there would be no profiteering ; he 
welcomed the readiness with which the trade accepted his suggestion 
of a Committee, including representatives of consumers, to examine 
complaints of over-charging, because, as all realized, the trade, no 
less than the consumer and the country, stood to lose by the actions 
of even a handful of individuals who might be tempted to put their 
own interests first. 


Export of Cotton Cordage and Twine 


ALTHOUGH THE necessity still remains for licensing control 

on cables, cordage, rope and twine ‘“ made wholly or partly of 
cotton, and goods manufactured thereof,’’ the Board of Trade 
announce a concession whereby applications to export quantities of 
one hundredweight or less do not require a certificate of approval 
issued by their Manchester Licensing Office. 

It is hoped that this concession will relieve the industry of unneces- 
sary paper work without interfering with the working of the control. 

All applications for export licences should continue to be made to 
the Export Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade, Regis House, 
King William Street, London, E.C.4, but in future applications, to 
export quantities not exceeding one hundredweight need not be 
supported by a certificate of approval issued by the Manchester 
Licensing Office. 

Applications for licences to export more than one hundredweight 
must, as hitherto, be accompanied by a certificate of approval issued 
by the Board of Trade Licensing Office, 3rd Floor, Blackfriars House, 
Manchester 3.

Increased Manufacturers’ Maximum Prices for Some 


Utility Clothing 


NCREASED MANUFACTURERS’ prices for some Utility 
clothing are permitted by new Board of Trade Orders announced 
on Thursday. They have been granted at the request of manu- 
facturers after careful review by the Board of Trade, because of the 
rise in prices of materials used in manufacture of the goods concerned. 


Men’s, Youths’ and Boys’ 
Underwear and Outerwear 


BECAUSE of the rise in price of cotton and wool and animal fibre 

cloths, increased manufacturers’ maximum prices for all men’s, 
youths’ and boys’ Utility outerwear, underwear and nightwear 
garments made from cotton cloths and for some of these garments 
made from other cloths are permitted by new Board of Trade Orders® 
coming into force on March 19. 


Outerwear 


f 

Increases in the maximum prices of men’s, youths’ and boys’ 
outerwear garments take account of increases in the price of cotton 
cloths. For cotton garments they average about 10 per cent. 

There are also increases in the maximum prices for the cheaper 
range of garments made from wool and animal fibre cloths which 
take account of certain increases in costs including trimmings. They 
vary considerably from garment to garment and cloth to cloth. None 
of these increases take account of increases in cloth prices permitted 
under the Utility Woven Cloth (Wool and Animal Fibre) Order, 
which came into force on February 1. 

The new Order also introduces men’s jackets and trousers made 
from linen cloth, and it schedules cloth 209G for the manufacture of 
caps and blazers. 


Shirts, Underwear and Nightwear 


Increased manufacturers’ maximum prices are permitted for all 
men’s and boys’ Utility shirts, underwear and nightwear made from 
cotton or from wool and animal fibre cloths. The increases take 
account of the most recent rises in the price of these cloths and amount 
to approximately 25 per cent. in the case of wool and animal fibre 
cloth garments and 15 per cent. in the case of cotton cloth garments. 
Two additional cloths, Nos. 238 and 236E have been scheduled for 
use in certain boys’ garments.

Utility Corsets and some Utility 
Stockings 


WING TO increases in world prices of cotton and wool and 
increases in the Price of silk and rayon yarns, increased manu- 
facturers’ maximum prices for some Utility corsets and brassieres, 
for some types of Utility silk and rayon stockings and for four Utility 


specifications of knitted fabrics are permitted by new Board of T: 
Orders.® 


Corsets and Brassieres 


Maximum prices for all Utility corsets and brassieres have been 
revised after a careful review of all existing prices. Many have been 
increased by amounts up to 20 per cent., to take account of increased 
cloth prices, but there are also some reductions. A number of new 
rayon cloths have been specified for use in manufacturing brassieres 
and a bleached finish has Sean added for most cotton cloths. Ribbon, 
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plain net and jaconet may also be used in the manufacture of Utility 
corsets. 

This Order, which comes into force on March 19, also reduces the 
percentage uplift allowed to a manufacturer for sale of these garments 
otherwise than to a wholesaler. The percentage in the case of 
Super-Utility corsets is left unchanged. 


New Supplement to Knitted Goods Scheme 


A new Supplement to the Schedule of Utility Knitted Goods 
(Supplement No. 4 to Schedule L) is introduced and will come into 
force on April 2. It permits manufacturers to increase their maximum 
prices for one specification of cotton fleece or loop back fabric and 
three specifications of astrakhan stockinette. These increases are 
due to increases in the prices of cotton and wool, and amount to 
about 4 per cent. and about 15 per cent. respectively. 

Maximum prices for four specifications of seamless silk and rayon 
mixture stockings have been increased by about 13 per cent., for six 
specifications of fully fashioned silk and rayon mixture stockings by 
about 9 per cent., and for one specification of fully fashioned rayon 
stockings by about 10 per cent.; these increases are due to increases 
in the cost of silk and rayon yarns. 

Seven specifications of women’s seamless hose (other than nylon, 
pure silk and silk mixture) and two specifications of women’s ankle 
socks have been cancelled; nine new specifications for women’s 
seamless hose and women’s ankle socks have been introduced. 

The Supplement also lays down the maximum rayon staple cortent 
for garments made from rayon and cotton and gives minimum lengths 
of rayon staple which may be used in garments made from worsted 
blended with rayon staple.

The Knitted Goods ” (Manufacture and Supply) (Amendment No. 4) 
Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 395, price 2d., by post 3d.), introducing

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Provisional United Kingdom Trade 
Figures for February 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, announced 
on Tuesday that United Kingdom exports in February were valued 
provisionally at £175-4 million, bringing the monthly average for the 
first two months of the year to £194-9 million, compared with the 
average for the fourth quarter of 1950 of £201-1 million, and for 
the year of £180-8 million. The daily rate of exports in February 
was 8 per cent. below that in January and in the fourth quarter. 

Imports in February, valued provisionally at £247-8 million, although 
£50-2 million below the high January figure were still £30-9 million 
above the monthly average in 1950. 

With re-exports in February valued at £7°8 million, the excess 
of imports (valued c.i.f.) over total exports (valued f.0.b.) for January 
and February together was £139-5 million—i.e., a rate of £69-8 
million a month compared with an average of £29-0 million in 1950. 

United Kingdom exports to the United States in February were 
provisionally £10-2 million ($28-5 million). The daily rate of exports, 

though below the high figure reached in the fourth quarter, exceeded 
that in January by 4 per cent. and the rate of export in January- 
February together was 18 per cent. below the fourth quarter. 

The provisional value of exports to Canada in February was £7°8 
million (equivalent to U.S, $21:8 million) a decrease of 
8 per cent. in the daily rate compared with January, bringing the 
rate of exports to Canada in January-February to 30 per cent. below 
that in the fourth quarter. 

Exports to North America during January-February were equivalent 
to a monthly average of U.S. $53-8 million, compared with 
$70-2 million in the fourth quarter and $42-8 million in the first 
quarter last year. |

Purchase Tax Announcements 


HE TREASURY have made an Order under Section 21 of the 

Finance Act, 1948, entitled ‘‘ The Purchase T'ax (No. 3) Order, 
1951,” (Statutory Instruments 1951 No. 397) the effect of which is 
to make it clear that the appliances and apparatus to which Group 12 
relates are all those of a kind used for domestic ‘purposes with the 
exception of mechanical lighters. The scope of the Group as ex- 
plained in Notice No. 78 is not changed. 

The Order also provides that interval timers incorporating an 
alarum mechanism are not to be chargeable under Group 12 as 
amended. This provision does not, however, affect the operation 
of other Groups: For example, such interval timers with an alarum 
mechanism as are within the general description ‘‘ clocks and watches ”” 
will continue to be chargeable under Group 17. 

The Order applies to interval timers of the kind specified which 
are delivered on sale, or appropriated to retail trade or similar purposes, 
on or after March 19, 1951, and to imported goods which are entered 
with the Customs, or which are delivered from bonded warehouse for 
home consumption, on or after that date.

an eighth, but increased by 14 per cent. when compared with December 
1949. Comparison over the year shows sales to be a fifth above those 
in 1949. 

During October-December, safety razor holder sales were 8 per 
cent. higher than in the third quarter, but showed a fall of nearly an 
eighth compared with the fourth quarter of 1949. Sales of safety 
razor blades during the fourth quarter were 4 per cent. above July- 
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September 1950 and nearly a quarter higher than in the comparable 
period of 1949. Sales of holders during the year rose steeply and 
were 28 per cent. more thar in 1949, while blades rose by 4 per cent. 

During the fourth quarter sales of braces rose by a quarter over 
July-September and were 6 per cent. more than in the last quarter 
of 1949, but sales over the year were 3 per cent. less than during 1949. 

Gains were recorded in rubber footwear during the final quarter, 
adults’ being one tenth higher than in the period July-September, 
children’s boots rose by 43 per cent. and plimsolls by 4 per cent. 
Comparison with the last quarter of 1949 shows children’s footwear 
and plimsolls to be less by 13 and 5 per cent. respectively, while 
supplies of adults’ boots remained steady. The final figures for the 
year show an increase over 1949 of a fifth in respect of plimsolls, 
while adults’ boots fell by over a fifth and children’s footwear declined 
by more than a quarter.

Maximum Prices Fixed for Aluminium Scrap 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. George R. Strauss, has made an Order 
fixing the maximum prices of aluminium scrap. This is to dis- 
courage hoarding and stabilize scrap prices, so that they are in reason- 
able relation to the price of virgin metal. 
The Order—Aluminium Scrap Prices Order (S.I. 1951 No. 391)— 
has been made after consultation with the trade, and came into opera- 
tion on March 12, 1951. 


Over the past few months scrap prices have soared; in certain cases 
they have exceeded the price of virgin ingots. The effect has been to 
encourage speculation, and to create an unstable state of affairs which 
was threatening the structure of the secondary aluminium producing 
industry, at a time when the demand for secondary metal to meet the 
rearmament programme and other essential requirements were 
rapidly increasing.

The Order provides a formula for fixing the maximum prices of 
any types of aluminium scrap not included in the list. All prices are 
subject to abatement for inferior quality or lack of cleanliness, and an 
additional 2s. 6d. per bag has been allowed for bagging. 


The Order requires records to be maintained of all scrap trans- 
actions, describing the material sold and the price charged. 


The Order contains an exemption for scrap situated outside the 
United Kingdom. There is also an exemption for scrap intended for 
export; but aluminium scrap is subject to export control and licences 
are not normally granted. 


Exhibition of the Petroleum Industry

Estimated employment in the industry on January 26 was 200 
more than in the previous month. There were 100 more worsted 
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spinners and 100 more weavers; woollen weavers increased by the 
same number but there were 100 fewer combers at work. 

Comparison with the 1950 census shows an increase of 2,000 
productive workers. The number of worsted spinners rose by 1,000 
and woollen spinners and woollen and worsted weavers each increased 
by 200. The combing section, fewer by 100, showed the only 
decrease. 

Revised figures for the consumption of wool in woollen spinning, 
etc., are now published in respect of merino, crossbred and Indian, 
etc., wools. The Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics has calculated 
new clean yield factors which will be used in future.

1. Woven wool fabrics include fabrics which are mainly woollen 
by weight of components and, similarly, woven worsted fabrics 
include fabrics which are mainly worsted by weight of components.

The Patent Office. 
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in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


THURSDAY MARCH 8 
Imports from U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe 


Asked what materials needed for the rearmament programme he 
had recently imported from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
and other countries of Eastern Europe, the President of the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, said it would be very difficult to distin- 
guish the imports of materials needed for the rearmament programme 
from other imports, but during the 4th quarter of 1950 we imported 
raw materials, mostly timber, worth £8-5 million from the Soviet 
Union and £8-7 million from other countries in Eastern Europe, 
including Finland and Yugoslavia. 


Licences to Use Zinc and Copper for Export 


The Board of Trade would be prepared to consider applications for 
licences to use zinc and copper in the manufacture of silverware for 
export, the President said. A statement on this appeared in the 
Board of Trade Journal on March 10. 

Generally speaking, applications for licences could be made for all 
destinations, but the criteria would differ according as to whether 
the exports were for the dollar area and Sterling Commonwealth 
countries or for other destinations. In the former case, the conversion 
value would be lower, i.e., the value of the copper, brass and zinc or 
their alloys contained in the finished article need not be such a high 
proportion of the export price. 


Exports of Rubber to U.S.S.R. 


Asked whether he was aware that there was a ship carrying 
£1,250,000 worth of rubber now on its way to the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republies from a British port, the President replied that he 
was aware that ships carrying rubber to Russia had recently left 
British ports, but he understood that the value of the rubber was much 
less than was stated in the question. 


Wrapping Paper for Food 

The President said he had asked the paper industry to ensure 
supplies of wrappings where these were essential for protection or 
transport of foodstuffs, and, in particular, for the pre-packing of 
rationed foods. But, while the present shortage lasted, it might not 


be possible to supply all the shop wrappings which we would normally 
like to see used. peeraat 


Prices of Home-Grown and Imported Timber 


Asked to state the average increase in the price of home-grown and 
imported hardwood since bulk purchase by Timber Control ceased 
a year ago, the President replied that he had not enough information 
about the prices currently being paid by private traders for the many 
species and grades of home-grown and imported hardwoods to give 
the figure asked for. 

The Board of Trade were at present trying to revise the hardwood 
element of the Wholesale Price Index, in consultation with the hard- 
wood trade, to provide weightings which accorded more closely with 
the present pattern of consumption and to get price quotations. 
Until this revision was completed satisfactorily, the Index would not 
reflect changes in hardwood prices as accurately as could be wished. 


Imports of Tungsten Ore 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Supply, Mr. John 
Freeman, said tungsten ore was at present mainly imported on private 
account, and importers were primarily responsible for securing 
adequate supplies. The Ministry of Supply pressed for the highest 
possible quotas in trade agreements with producing countries and 
was itself negotiating long-term contracts for new or increased pro- 
duction from mines overseas. Production in this country would be 
re-started as soon as poosible. : 


FRIDAY MARCH 9 


Imports of Agricultural Machinery 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Arthur Bottomley, said 
that the programme for imports of agricultural machinery in 1951 
from dollar sources amounted to approximately $500,000 for pick-up 


balers and pea harvesters. Consideration would also be given to other 
essential requirements which could not be met from home production 
or by imports from countries to which the policy for the liberalization 
of trade applied. 


MONDAY MARCH 12 


Machine Tools for U.S.S.R. 


Asked to state the number of machine tools ordered by the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics or satellite countries for which per- 
mission to export had been refused, Mr. Bottomley replied that 
since the imposition of export control on all metal working machine 
tools on October 6, 1950, the number, up to the end of February 1951 
was 128 


Defence Orders Placed Overseas 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, said orders for the 
defence programme had placed on suppliers in the United 
States and in Western Europe to a value to date of approximately 
£40,000,000. 


Jet Engines Sold to Soviet in 1947 


Twenty-five Rolls Royce Nene Mark I and 30 Rolls Royce Derrent 
Mark V jet aircraft engines were sold to the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics in 1947, Mr. Strauss stated. 


Steel for Ball and Roller Bearings 


Sufficient supplies of steel of the types required by the manufac- 
turers of ball and roller bearings were being maintained, it was stated. 
Manufacturers had been asked to furnish estimates of their forward 
requirements, and every effort would be made to meet essential 
needs. 


Rearmament Programme Appointments 


Asked if he was taking any steps to strengthen the higher levels 
in his organization to deal with industrial problems arising from 
the rearmament programme, Mr. George Strauss replied, “ Yes, 
Sir.” He had been fortunate enough to secure the services of 
Mr. S. W. Rawson, Managing Director of John Brown, Ltd., 
Mr. George Briggs, Assistant Managing Director of Tube Invest- 
ments, Ltd., and Mr. W. C. Puckey, Director and General Works 
Manager of Hoover, Ltd. Mr. Rawson would become Director- 
General of Machine Tools, and the other two gentlemen would be 
concerned with the production aspects of the rearmament programme 
on the munitions and air sides, respectively. He was considering 
further appointments of a similar nature in the near future. 

Mr. Strauss added that in addition, he had established a panel 
of experts to deal with the allocation of steel required for the rearma- 
ment programme. The panel, as he had already announced, would 
be presided over by Mr. T. W. Senior. 


Broken Contracts for Exports of Machine Tools 


The Minister of Supply was asked what steps the Government 
intended to take to idemnify firms failing to complete their contract 
for the export of machine tools to the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics or Eastern Europe as a result of the Government's policy for 
subsequent legal proceedings. 

Mr. Strauss replied that his Department had informed the machine 
tool industry that, for completed machines, the export of which to 
Eastern Europe had been frustrated as a result of Government action 
under the Export of Goods (Control) Order of October 6, 1950, the 
Government would indemnify firms against damages and costs 
awarded as a result of their failure to carry out contracts. No 
inéemnity had been given for unfinished machines but, as the industry 
was aware, the Government would consider claims on their merits. 
Any payments by the Government would be conditional upon 
damages and costs not being otherwise recoverable under a contract 
of insurance and upon the firms consulting and being guided by 
his Department in the conduct of legal proceedings. 

Answering a further question, Mr. Strauss said 893 machine tools 
had been withdrawn from Ministry store during the last six months ; 
424 for immediate use and 469 for reconditioning before use.

Exports of Strategic Raw Materials 


It was the present policy of His Majesty’s Government to keep a 
close watch on exports of strategic raw materials to China and the 
Soviet Union from the United Kingdom and from British overseas 
dependencies, and to impose control where the circumstances made 

is necessary and practicable, Mr. Bottomley said. These controls 
were under constant review, and he had nothing to add to the many 
statements which had recently been made in the House on this 
subject. 


Supplies of Children’s Utility Clothing 


Asked what action he proposed to take to deal with the increasing 
difficulty of obtaining children’s Utility clothing, the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Hervey Rhodes, replied that he 
had already raised this point with the Trade Association concerned 
—the Light Clothing Federation—and would be meeting their two 
committees on children’s clothing at an early date, to consider ways 
and means of increasing Utility supplies. 


Exports of Rubber to China 


There were no exports or re-exports of rubber from the United 
Kingdom to China during the period January 1, 1950, to January 31, 
1951, it was stated. 


Talks with Retail Apparel Margins Committee 


Asked for a statement on the recent talks the President had had 
with the Retail Apparel Margins Committee, Mr. Rhodes replied 
that the President had a meeting with the Retail Apparel Margins 
Committee on Wednesday, March 7. A full exchange of views took 
place, and further consultations were now being held between officials 
of the Board of Trade and representatives of the Committee. 


Underpants for Miners 


The President was asked whether he was aware that supplies of 
hardwearing underpants worn by miners in hot pits were no longer 
available, and what action he was taking to see that they were again 
available. Mr. Rhodes replied he was aware that miners were having 
difficulty in obtaining this special type of underpants. Action had 
already been taken to increase supplies. 


Proposed Development Council for Cutlery Industry 


The President said he considered that a Development Council 
for the cutlery industry could be of great benefit to this industry, 
but he did not feel able at the present time to press this proposal on it. 


Application for Revision of Tariffs on Fruit and Vegetables 


The application submitted by the National Farmers’ Union for the 
revision of tariffs on fruit and vegetables was under consideration, 
Mr. Bottomley said. It covered a wide range of products and the 
examination of the case for duty adjustment would inevitably take 
time. 


Festival of Britain Advertising in the United States 


Asked how much money had been paid up to date to the National 
Geographic Magazine in the United States of America to advertise 
the Festival of Britain ; and whether he was still advertising in this 
magazine that food in Great Britain was plentiful, Mr. Bottomley 
replied that the advertisements were inserted by the British Travel 
and Holidays Association. He was sure that the questioner would 
appreciate that it would not be right for him to disclose what they 
cost. As regards the second part of the question, he was not prepared 
to interfere with the general line of the Association’s publicity which, 
in his view, gave « fair picture of the conditions tourists would find 
in this country. 


Newsprint Supplies 


A questioner asked whether, in view of the recent further restriction 
of newsprint, arrangements could be made for an additional allocation, 
particularly to the provincial Press, during the period of the municipal 
elections. 

Mr. Rhodes said in such cases it was customary for an application 
for additional supplies to be made to the Newsprint Rationing 
Committee, He understood that an application had now been lodged 
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on behalf of the members of the Newspaper Society which represented 
most of the provincial Press, but that it was only received the previous 
day. It would be considered by the Committee at their next meeting 
and he was sure that the Committee would wish to treat it sympa- 
thetically. 

Asked whether any steps had yet been taken to reduce the export 
of newsprint from this country, Mr. Bottomley said the President 
had taken no such steps, but he was keeping the position under 
constant review. 


Performing Rights in Gramophone Records 


The President was asked if he was aware that the new fees being 
charged for royalty rights on gramophone records, had in many 
cases been increased as much as 40 times what they were last year ; 
and, in view of the great difficulty thus caused to dar.cing teachers in 
carrying out their profession, whether he would include this matter 
in the examination of the whole subject of copyright which he had 
undertaken to make. ’ 

Mr. Rhodes said he was aware that the fees charged for the public 
performance of gramophone records had been increased recently in 
certain cases, but was not aware of increases of the order referred to. 
The President was prepared to include the question of performing 
rights in gramophone records in the general review of the law of 
copyright which it was hoped could be begun at an early date.

THis REPORT on the Railway Carriages and Wagons and Trams 

Trade relates to establishments engaged wholly or mainly in the 
manufacture and repair of railway coaches, wagons, etc., tramcars, 
colliery corves, trams and tubs, etc., and which employed more than 
ten persons on the average during the year.

In the reports on the 1935 Census the activities of all railway 
establishments engaged on productive work, i.e., civil engineering 
work on railway property, the manufacture and repair of locomotives, 
carriages, wagons and railway equipment for the permanent way, and 
all miscellaneous manufacturing, were included in a single report. 
For the purpose of that report the Railway Companies were not 
required to furnish separate detailed returns on an establishment 
basis and, accordingly, it is not possible to re-classify the particulars 
for 1935 strictly in accordance with the Standard Industrial Classi- 
fication. An attempt has, however, been made to compile, from the 
information available, summary figures corresponding very roughly 
with those for 1948 ; the figures relating to this trade are given in 
Table Ia. The activities of Railway Companies were not covered 
by the 1937 Inquiry. 

Also outside the scope of the 1937 Inquiry were Tramway Under- 
takings and firms whose business was to repair work. 
Table Ib, which relates to establishments not railway owned, gives, 
as well as the full totals for 1935, figures for that year relating , to 
those establishments included in the 1937 Inquiry. 

The output of private firms in this trade was valued at selling 
price, while that of other establishments was valued on the basis of 
the cost of materials used and wages and salaries paid, together with

Import Duties Drawback Orders 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 6) Order, 1951, which approves two schemes, one for the allow- 
ance of drawback on nitro-cellulose photographic film base and the 
other on photographic film base other than nitro-cellulose, used in 
the manufacture respectively of unexposed sensitized photographic 
film and of such film and unsensitized film base prepared for colour 
photography. 

These schemes, which replace previous ones, widen the scope of 
the material eligible for drawback and increase the rates of drawback. 

The Order came into operation on March 16, 1951, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1951 No. 388. 

The Treasury have also made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 7) Order, 1951, which operates for one year beginning March 15, 
1951, and provides "for the allowance of drawback of Customs duty 
paid on certain kinds of imported paper used in the manufacture of 
toilet paper in rolls or packets. 


The Order has been published as Statutory Instruments 1951 
No. 389. 


Import Duties Exemptions Order 
URY have made the Import Duties (Exemptions) 


| No. 4) Order, 1951, which exempts diamond-set drill bits, reaming 


shells and parts of tools from import duty, where they are used or 
defective and are fit only for the recovery of diamonds set therein. 

The Order, which came into operation on March 14, 1951, has 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1951 No. 390. 


Concession on Air Fares for Business Travel 


BRITISH European Airways Corporation announce an extension of 
the existing scheme whereby a firm spending more than £200 in the 
year travelling on the Corporation’s internal services gets a 5 per cent. 
discount. As many firms spend well over this sum, it has now becn 
decided to give 10 per cent. discount when they pass the £1,000 mark. 


Helicopter Services 


THE Ministry of Civil Aviation announces that, after March 31, 
1951, the Cardiff-Liverpool service of British European Airways 
will no longer be operated by helicopters. Since it opened last 
summer, valuable experience has been gained from the scheduled 
operation of helicopters in all weathers over this hilly route. 

In order to obtain further data on helicopter operations under 
entirely different traffic conditions, a daily passenger service between 
London and Birmingham will be opened by the British European 
Airways Helicopter Unit at the beginning of the summer and will 
continue into the winter. In addition to experience of a new route, 
this will provide both British European Airways and the technicai 
staffs at M.C.A. aerodromes with important practical knowledge of 
integrating helicopter and fixed-wing services at busy international 
airports. 


Postal Services to China 


THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL announces that unregistered 
letters, postcards, printed Papers, commercial papers and samples 
can now be accepted for transmission by air and surface routes to 
Hainan Island.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Forged Steel Socket-Welding Fittings for Petroleum 
Industry. (B.S.1684:1950) 


A further British Standard has just been issued in the series which 
is being prepared for equipment for the petroleum industry, viz., 
on Forged steel socket-welding fittings for the petroleum 
industry. 

This document is based on two American specifications, A.S.A. 
B16.11 and A.S.T.M. A234. 

It gives details of the sizes, materials, body thicknesses, tolerances, 
tests and marking, together with tables giving the full details of all 
the necessary dimensions required for socket-welding, elbows, tees, 
crosses, 45° elbows, couplings and caps.

Electroplated Coatings of Nickel and Chromium on Steel 
and Brass (B.S.1224:1945) 


In view of the shortage of nickel which has developed recently, a 
meeting of Committees of the British Standards Inetioution 
concerned with the preparation of Standards relating to eletroplated 
eee of nickel, was held in order to determine what steps should 
en. 

The meeting was unanimously of the opinion that B.S.1224, 
Electroplated coatings of nickel and chromium on steel and brass, the 
only Standard at present published in relation to such coatings, should 
not be amended, but that a memorandum should be issued drawing 
attention to the provisions of the standard, which enable the amount 
of nickel used to be reduced. 

This memorandum has now been published, and will be inserted 
in all copies of B.S.1224 sold. 

For the benefit of those who have already a copy of B.S.1224 in 
their possession, we repeat the wording of the memorandum, as 
follows :— 

In view of the present shortage of supplies of nickel, and the 
importance. of making the most efficient use of the supplies avail- 
able, attention is drawn to the definition of the significant surface 
for plating on page 5 of this British Standard, which enables the 
manufacturer, by agreement with the purchaser, to reduce the 
surface to be coated in accordance with the standard. 

Attention is also drawn to the Note, on page 7, relating to 
standard classifications :— 


Ni 8S and Ni 5S 


according to which the minimum deposit thickness may be a 
composite deposit of nickel and copper, provided that the final 
deposit of nickel is at least 50 per cent. of the whole. 


Short-Range, Short-Stem Thermometers (B.S. 1365 : 1951) 


This covers thermometers of the “‘ Anschutz ”’ and similar types, 
with a scale length not greater than 12 cm. Series A covers the 
range —10°C. to 360°C., each thermometer having a scale span of 
ps pr ame 60°C. Series B covers the range —10°C. to 220°C., 

each thermometer having a scale span of approximately 10°C. Series B 
thermometers are recommended for use in determining melting points 
and setting points. Each series is duplicated for total immersion 
and for partial immersion. Essential dimensions, constructional 
details and tolerances are specified, and a list of thermometric glasses 
approved by the National Physical Laboratory is included as an 
Appendix. Price 2s. each post free. 


Catheters (Flexible Urinary) (B.S. 1695 : 1950) 

This British Standard has been prepared at the request of the Royal 
College of Surgeons and The British Association of Urological 
Surgeons. Apart from the question of standardizing quality and 
design in catheters (both natural rubber and elastic gum), the use of 
the three gauge systems which has been the practice hitherto, has 
been the cause of considerable confusion and a potential source of 
error and the need for standardization in this field alone is self-evident. 

At the conference of the International Society of Urologists held 
in Barcelona in 1949, this undesirable state of affairs was discussed 
and it was recommended that the Benique gauge system should be 
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universally adopted, and consequently this system has been adopted 
in the British Standard. Hitherto, the three gauge systems used in 
this country have been the English gauge and the two French gauges 
(Charriere and Benique). All three are based on the outside diameter 
of the catheter shaft, but differ in increment per unit size. 

The Benique scale has been chosen rather than the Charriere in 
order to cater for the small increments in size (1/6 mm.) which are 
frequently required for ureteric catheters, although the normal range 
of sizes for the larger varieties of urinary catheter (urethral and 
suprapubic) does not require such fine gradation. In consequence 
the range of sizes specified for the larger catheters often shows even 
sizes only. 

The Standard specifies the quality, design and identification mark- 
ing of the commonly-used types of urinary catheter and working 
drawings are given for each type of catheter specified. An Appendix 
has been included to facilitate correlation between the standard 
Benique sizes with those on the Charriere and English scales, since 
catheters marked according to these two scales are still in use. Price 
5s. post free. 


Internal Micrometers (including Stick Micrometers) 
(B.S. 959 : 1950) 


The present revised edition of B.S. 959—Internal Micrometers— 
has been prepared to include requirements for micrometers of the 
type intended for longer lengths of internal measurement and com- 
monly known as stick micrometers. 

Section 1 of the revision relates to internal micrometers and contains 
requirements which are similar in essentials to those given in the 
previous edition of the Standard, except that a requirement for 
rigidity has now been included. Reference to this feature was made 
in an appendix of the previous Standard, when it was stated that 
tests were to be carried out at the National Physical Laboratory in 
order to determine what requirements might be specified in respect 
of this characteristic, and the tolerances now quoted for this require- 
ment, have been arrived at as a result of these tests. 

Section 2 relates to stick micrometers and, as in the case of internal 
micrometers, the primary object of this section is to specify standards 
of accuracy, and requirements in respect of design have been included 
only where the features of design have a direct bearing on the accuracy 
or use of the instrument. 

Notes on the method of testing internal micrometers are included 
in an appendix. Price 2s. post free. 


General Purpose Thermometers (B.S. 1704:1951) and 
Amendment 1 to B.S. 593:1940, General Purpose 
Laboratory Thermometers 

Since the publication of B.S. 593 in 1935 it has been found that the 
high accuracy and precise dimensions specified therein are required 
by only a limited proportion of users, and it is proposed to revise it 
under an amended title to cover these requirements. 

In the meantime B.S. 1704 has been prepared to meet the demand 
for a series of good quality thermometers, covering the most com- 
monly used ranges of temperature between —120°C. and 510°C., 
and between —180°F. and 950°F., which can be manufactured in 
large quantities at a reasonable price. Toluene or pentane is specified 
for the lowest ranges (total immersion only), and mercury for the 
remainder (parallel series for total and 100 mm. immersion). 

Pending the complete revision of B.S. 593, Amendment 1 has been 
issued to add a further F series of 10 partial immersion thermometers 
within the range —20°C. to 400°C. intended for use with solvents 
and based largely on the corresponding specifications of the American 
Society for Testing Materials.

Development of Iraq’s Resources Will Mean Opportunities 
for U.K. Exporters 


The article below was written for the Board of ‘Trade Journal by the Counsellor (Commercial) at Baghdad. 


The Commercial 


Relations and Exports Department at the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any 
questions arising out of this article. 


RAQ IS one of the few Middle Eastern countries which has great 
potential economic resources which can be developed in a com- 
paratively short space of time. Her main requirements to-day are 
capital and technical skill. Recent developments have made it seem 
likely that there will be no lack of the former as soon as the plans of 
the oil companies for increased production are achieved ; and pro- 
vided that the country makes the best use of its wealth, it can look 
forward to an era of prosperity. ae 
Iraq expects to spend 45 million dinars (one Iraqi dinar—one pound 
sterling) on imports during 1951. Her main requirements are likely 
to be as follows :— 
Cotton piece-goods (ID6 million). 
Iron and steel products (IDS million). 
Boilers and machinery (IDS million). 
Sugar (IDS million). 
Tea (ID3 million). a 
Motor vehicles and parts (ID2} million). 
Electrical machinery (ID2 million).

The principal suppliers of Iraq’s requirements during the last four 
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Since revaluation in September 1949 imports from the United 
States have declined and those from the United Kingdom have 
increased. 

Iraq’s ability to buy more goods in the future will depend on her 
economic development. 





Mechanical Farming 


Apart from the oilfields and a few minor industries, mostly around 
Baghdad, Iraq is mainly an agricultural country, and must remain s0; 
some 80 per cent. of Iraq’s population of just under 5 million is 
dependent on agriculture. In the rolling country of the north rainfall 
is sufficient and regular enough for rainfall cultivation to be possible, 
and the terrain is ideal for mechanical farming The whole of the 
centre and south consists of a vast alluvial plain—silt washed down by 
the Tigris and the Euphrates into what was once an extension of the 
Persian Gulf. The soil of this plain is very fertile, and apparently 
barren desert only needs to be irrigated to produce rich crops of all 
kinds. 

The Iraq Petroleum Company with its two associated companies, 
the Basrah Petroleum Company and the Mosul Petroleum Company, 


holds concessions covering most of the country, and up to now the 
main production has been from its large field at Kirkuk. Since the 
war, the Iraq Petroleum Company has invested many million pounds 
in an effort to increase the production of this field, and the plant at 
Kirkuk will soon be capable of producing up to about 24 million tons 
of oil per annum. It remains only to get the oil to the sea. The 
Palestine war resulted in closing the 12-inch pipeline to Haifa and 
preventing the completion of a 16-inch pipeline ; and at present there 
are only two lines to Tripoli in operation with a maximum capacity of 
about 7 million tons per annum. However, the company has now 
started to lay a new 30-inch line from Kirkuk to Banias in Syria ; 
it is expected that this line will be carrying some oil by the middle of 
1952 and by the end of 1953 will have an annual throughput of about 
13 million tons. The Basrah Petroleum Company is also going 
ahead with plans to develop the Zubair oilfield ; and the export of oil 
through a new 70-mile 12-inch pipeline to Fao on the Persian Gulf 
is expected to begin early in 1952. 


Harnessing the Rivers 


The increased production of oil will provide the funds with which 
Iraq can carry out other development schemes. It has been estimated 
by Dr. Saleh Haidar, Assistant Governor of the National Bank, that 
with oil royalties at the revised rate of 6s. gold per ton, and with 
expected increases in production, Iraq’s net receipts from oil royalties 
will rise from about 6 million dinars in 1950 to about 21} million dinars 
in 1956. Under the Development Board Law passed in 1950, the oil 
royalties will be allocated to a Board under the presidency of the Prime 
Minister and consisting of 6 non-political members, including a British 
financial expert and an American irrigation expert. The Board will 
be responsible for the preparation of a general economic and financial 
plan for developing the country’s resources and raising the people’s 
standard of living. It is proposed that the Board should co-ordinate 
all individual economic and social development plans, and should 
itself carry out a number of major projects. 

The first and most important task which confronts the Board is the 
harnessing of the Tigris and Euphrates rivers. At present these cause 
destructive floods nearly every spring, and every autumn their level 
drops so low as to make the irrigation of the autumn-sown crops 
difficult. Accordingly the Haigh Irrigation Development Commis- 
sion has recommended to the Iraq Government a comprehensive 
programme covering some 50 years. The two most important 
projects are for the utilization of two natural reservoirs, the Habbaniyah 
Lake and the Wadi Tharthar Depression, to regulate the flow of the 
Euphrates and Tigris, respectively. Flood water is to be diverted 
from the rivers and stored until the river level falls, when it can be 
returned to the river to extend irrigation farther south. The outlet 
channel from Lake Habbaniyah is now in use and the inlet channel 
and regulator are under construction: the completion of Stage I of 
the scheme requires also a barrage across the Euphrates near Ramadi. 

Detailed specifications for the first stage of the Wadi Tharthar 
scheme have been prepared by consulting engineers, and the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and Development has granted Iraq 
a loan of 12-8 million dollars for the external expenditure involved. 
It is expected that calls for render will be issued in the very near future 
for the excavation of an inlet channel to the depression and for the 
construction of a barrage across the Tigris at Samarra and of a regulator 
on the inlet channel. Irrigation development on the Euphrates 
includes a plan for straightening the Hilla canal, which was discussed 
with the International Bank Mission which visited Iraq in November 

0. 


50. 

At the end of February a full-scale International Bank Mission was 
due to reach Iraq to conduct a general economic survey. The mission 
consists of 14 experts in various economic and social fields. 

The Iraqi budget had been showing an increasing deficit up to 1948, 
but improvement began in the latter half of 1949 and for the financial 
year ending in March 1950 was reduced to 2-3 million dinars. The 
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estimates for 1950-51 showed expenditure and revenue balancing 
at about 24 million dinars, and the situation has improved sufficiently 
to encourage the Government to adopt a less austere policy. 

A good harvest, the high price of agricultural products, and strict 
import controls, have so improved Iraq’s balance of payments that she 
may have a surplus i in 1950 for the first time since 1945. The total 
value of Iraq’s visible exports (excluding oil) in 1950 has been esti- 
mated as 20 million dinars as opposed to 11 million in 1949 and 7-5 
million in 1948. Imports are not likely to exceed the 1949 figure of 
40°5 million, Apart from oil, Iraq’s exports are barley, dates, wool, 
animals’ hides and cotton. The most important imports in 1949 
(figures in millions of Iraqi dinars) were: cotton piece-goods 5-5, 
iron and steel 4-8, boilers and machinery 4-5, tea 2-8, motor vehicles 
and parts 2-8, sugar 2-2, electrical machinery 1: 9, woollen piece-goods 
1-1, soap 0-7, ‘chemicals and pharmaceuticals 0-7, paper and cardboard 
0-6, cement 0- 6, clothing 0-5. 

The United Kingdom already provides over 40 per cent. of Iraq’s 
total imports, and the main task of United Kingdom firms will be to 
maintain their predominant Position in the face of increasing com- 
petition. ‘The main opportunities in Iraq are in the fields of agri- 
cultural and excavating machinery. Firms which can provide an 
efficient servicing organization will find an ever-expanding market 
for these items in a country which is only beginning to mechanize 
agriculture. Another field in which British exporters could increase 
sales is that of vehicles ; here again there is the problem of an efficient 
servicing organization. 

There are a few United Kingdom merchant firms with branches in 
Iraq, but a large part of the import trade is conducted through local 
import merchants and commission agents. Baghdad is the main 
business centre, but Basra with its port is also important, and Mosul in 
the north is slowly developing into a centre of commerce. In most 
cases United Kingdom firms will find that Iraq can be covered by the 
appointment of an agent in Baghdad ; most of the leading firms there 
have connections with other business centres in the country. 


In the Sterling Area 


Iraq is a member of the sterling area and the Iraqi dinar is equivalent 
to the pound. Iraq’s unfavourable balance of trade has necessitated 
import control for all goods. Importers are divided into a number of 
classes, each of which is allocated a quota of foreign exchange for 
imports from soft currency areas. Commodities are also classified 
according to essentiality, and non-essentials may only be imported 
“‘ without foreign exchange ’’—that is to say, the importer must make 
payment out of funds already held or obtained by him abroad. Ex- 
porters are advised that, except in cases where a long-standing connec- 
tion with a reliable firm in Iraq is involved, payment should be by 
irrevocable letter of credit. They should make certain that the 
importer holds a licence valid for a period sufficient to cover the 
arrival and clearance of the goods. A sharp disturbance of the local 
market occurred early in 1950 when two measures affecting the Jewish 
business community came into force. The first was a law for the 
control of banking and the second was a law permitting Jews to leave 
the country upon forfeityre of their Iraqi nationality. Many Iraqi 
Jews are taking advantage of the latter, and consequently the position 
of several Iraqi Jewish firms is rather insecure. 

On the whole the prospect for 1951 is bright and British exporters 
can expect an increasing market for goods of many kinds.

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Transfers of Deutschemarks for 
Investment 


N THEIR announcement about permitted transactions in Germany 

by non-residents, on page 262 of the Board of Trade Fournal on 
July 29, 1950, the Foreign Office (German Section) drew attention to 
the general embargo under Military Government Laws No. 52 and 53 
on transfers of property in Germany between non-residents. They 
now report that, as a further step in the relaxation of restrictions on 
foreign investment in Germany, the Allied High Commission has 
authorized the Bank deutscher Laender to issue General Licence 
No. 49/51 under the above Laws to permit the transfer of Deutsche- 
mark bank balances owned by persons normally resident outside 
Germany to other non-residents under arrangements to be made by 
the holders outside Germany and against any other currency.

above. It will not be transferable across the exchanges. The

“A LARGE country of the West Indies.” 
editors of the first Encyclopaedia Britannica called California. 

They wrote it in 1768. Even now there is a half-truth in it. Cali- 
fornia—and the whole Pacific coast—is “a large country.” It is 
1,500 miles from Los Angeles in the, South to Seattle in the North. 

Like so many areas in the western United States, it is a growing 
area. Just how it has grown can be seen from the Census of 1950. 
In the ten years since the last census the population has increased by 
45 per cent. in the three Pacific States: California, Oregon and 
Washington. The main centres of population have grown, too. 

Where are these centres? ‘There is first of all Los Angeles. 
Twenty-five years ago Thornton Wilder called New York “ the last 
and greatest of all cities.” Now he might have to use this phrase 
about Los Angeles. The country’s largest municipality, it is strictly 
speaking not one area but many. Its rapid growth has left it as yet 
uninhibited by tradition and made it accessible to every new idea. 
It is said that every third person you meet there lived somewhere 
else ten years ago. 

There is a charm about San Francisco which even the busiest 
business man, looking for new outlets for his exports, cannot fail to 


Business Men Going Abroad 


THE COMMERCIAL Relations and Exports Department,

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioners in the 
Dominions and Colonies, and Commercial Diplomatic 
Officers in foreign countries, may be found at every important 
centre of industry and commerce. They can'do much for 
the visitor by giving him impartial advice on local conditions 
and on the hundred-and-one problems which the visitor is 
likely to encounter. 

The overseas officer is always anxious to see the United 
Kingdom business man visiting his area and to help him to 
make his journey profitable. 
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notice. The city of hilly streets has been founded on one of the finest 
stretches of water in the world, over which delicate bridges, like that 
of the Golden Gate, give access across the island studded bay to other 
communities like Oakland and Berkeley. The people here are 
perhaps more deeply rooted than those in Southern California. The 
old Barbary Coast has become more respectable since the wilder days 
of its early youth and the Californian gold rush, but it has never 
ceased te be progressive and active in its outlook. 

In the State of Oregon there is Portland, where lumber has been 
a staple trade for years. It is a port well known to British ships, for 
the Columbia River gives it access to the sea. In the Eastern part 
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of Washington State there is Spokane, which is now welcoming 
new industries like the Kaiser aluminium factory which covers many 
acres. Spokane is the distributing centre for the eastern part of the 
State. Westwards, across the Cascades and on Puget Sound is 
Seattle, full of energy and vigour, eager to develop its new-won position 
as the industrial and commercial capital of the North-west. It has 
close connections with its neighbour, Vancouver, and may well be 
able to take advantage in the future of the developments of the new 
Canadian oil fields. 

These are five centres. ‘There are others of importance, too. Why 
is all this area increasing in importance ? First of all because it has 
vast natural resources. Chief of these, of course, are the rich oil- 
fields in Southern California. The soil is naturally rich and is helped 
by extensive works of irrigation. The main products are citrus 
fruits and cotton in the South, hard fruits in Northern California, 
lumber in the North-west. Electric power, from sources like the 
Columbia River basin project, is attracting industry as fast as it can 
provide for it. Public works like highways, bridges and aqueducts, 
often in difficult terrain, have opened up the area and made it easily 
accessible. 

New industries have been making their way to the West Coast. 
The motion picture industry is very old and well established compared 
to some of them. In the last twelve years, for example, the ceramic 
industry there has grown from practically nothing to become one of 
the most important in the United States. Furniture is no longer 
the preserve of Grand Rapids, Michigan, which has been outstripped 
by Los Angeles. Apparel from California now ranks with the best 
from the East in design and quality. The importance of the West 
Coast aircraft industry is already well known. Less well known, 
perhaps, are the new heavy industries. In the last few years a steel 
mill has been erected and is in operation. In financial circles the 
Bank of America has grown to be the largest bank in the world. 

What all this means is that there is a steady increase in consumer 
demand. There is a greater purchasing power for all kinds of goods 
and services. 

The economy of the Pacific Coast is bound to expand still further 
with the growth of new industries and the development of electric 
power. Indeed it is possibly true to say, particularly of the North- 
west, that it is likely to develop faster than any other large area of the 
United States. There are new and larger markets in the Pacific 
region for many British manufacturers, provided—as in all parts of 
the United States—they study its requirements. Not only are there 
additional markets for some United Kingdom producers already there, 
there are also new markets for many who have not gone that way 
before. 

Many British manufacturers who have recently gone out to the 
West have found for themselves, perhaps with astonishment, how 
great a future there is for the export of their goods. Many British 
business visitors to this area now have stories of successful business 
done there. New markets for British goods are constantly being 
uncovered. New enquiries from United States importers, not only 
for what might be called the traditional lines of British goods but 
for a variety of others, are being received by Consular Officers who 
are in charge of trade work. In fact a great development in sales of 
miscellaneous British goods is possible in this area. The Consular 
Officers in charge of trade at the five centres mentioned above, 
namely San Francisco, Los Angeles, Seattle, Portland and Spokane, 
are always anxious to be of assistance to United Kingdom exporters.

Anglo-Portuguese Trade and 


Payments Discussions 


THE ANGLO-PORTUGUESE discussions with regard to trade 

and payments arrangements for 1951, which were postponed last 
December (see Board of Trade Journal on January 6, 1951, page 23) 
took place in London from February 20 to March 7. 

Portugal has now “‘ liberalized ’’’ her import trade to the extent of 
over 60 per cent., and estimates were made of imports of ‘‘ non- 
liberalized’ items from the United Kingdom. These followed the 
general line of the 1951 estimates, but increases were made in the 
estimates for some commodities, chiefly consumer goods, which the 
United Kingdom particularly desired to export to Portugal, and which 
the Portuguese Authorities found it possible to accept in greater 
quantities. 

United Kingdom imports from the Portuguese Monetary Area 
have been largely “‘ liberalized ’’ and consist mainly of raw materials 
and foodstuffs. There are prospects of increased purchases of some 
traditional United Kingdom imports in 1951. 

It was agreed that a new Monetary Agreement would be made 
when the current agreement expired in April. 


Finland and Bulgaria 


SUPPLEMENTARY Trade Protocal between Finland and Bul- 
garia covering the period January 1-December 31, 1951, was 
signed in Moscow on January 15, 1951, following negotiations which 
took place in Sofia between December 4 and 7, 1950. 
Finnish exports to Bulgaria under this Protocol are shown in List I, 
and Bulgarian exports to Finland in List II.

Hispano-Norwegian Agreements 


TRADE and Payments Agreements between Norway and Spain, 
the first since the war, were signed in Madrid on January 27, 1951. 
Under the terms of the Trade Agreement, the two countries will 
grant each other Most-Favoured-Nation treatment in respect of the 
issue of import and export licences. 
Main Spanish exports to Norway include fresh and dried fruits, 
tomatoes and onions, wines, cork, woollen, rayon and cotton piece- 
, potash, superphosphates, salt, resin, lead and raw and pickled 
hides. Norway will supply to Spain, amongst other things, fertilizers, 
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cellulose, paper and other wood derivatives, dried and salted cod, 
fish oils and fats, and refractory materials. 

The Trade Agreement came into force retrospectively from 
January 1, 1951, and will be valid for one year. It may be renounced 
on — months’ notice being given by either one of the contracting 
part 

Under The Payments Agreement (for which six months’ notice of 
abrogation is required) payment will be made through the Norges 
Bank in Norwegian Kroner, balances in excess of five million Kr. 
being payable in gold, or convertible currency. 


Norway and Hungary 


AN ADDITIONAL Protocol to the Norwegian-Hungarian Trade 
Agreement, dated August 27, 1946, was concluded in Oslo on 
January 22 which prolongs the original agreement between the two 
countries until January 31, 1952. 

Norwegian imports from Hungary under this Protocol will include 
hemp thread, incandescent lamps, wireless parts and sewing machines. 

Hungarian imports from Norway will include fish products, whale 
oil, fatty acids, chemicals and ferro-chrome.

France and Spain 


FURTHER DISCUSSIONS between members of a mixed Franco- 
Spanish Commission were held in Paris from January 27 to February 7 
in accordance with the provisions of the trade agreement of October 31, 
1950. 
The delegation drew up a short list of supplementary quotas and 
new items were included among Spanish exports. Details are 
given below. 

As regards French exports to Spain one supplementary quota was 
agreed. his was for natural phosphates (130) 

In the following paragraphs all figures in ak Ei are in million 
French francs. ‘The exchange rate is 980 French francs=£1. 

The supplementary quotas for Spanish exports to France are as 
follows: beans and peas (10); artichokes (30); medicinal and 
aromatic plants (30) ; essential oils (100) ; eucalyptus essence (5) ; 
sheep and goat skins (50); sporting arms and ammunition (10) ; 
The three new quotas are block marble (6), pennyroyal essence (100), 
and gum resin for perfumery (5). 

It has also been agreed that if the value of the quota for the export 
of mercury from Spain fixed in the original agreement proves too 
small in view of the rise in price, the value will be increased to figure 
sufficient to compensate for the price rise.

separators (72). 

Netherlands exports to French North Africa inchide-+. -condensed 
milk (3,600 tons) ; sugar confectionery (25) ; paints, enamels and 
varnishes in packages weighing more than 1 kg. (25) ; cotton fabrics 
(160) ; tinned meat and pork (30). 

Netherlands exports to other French territories include: con- 
densed milk (3,500 tons) ; cotton fabrics (150) ; cotton blankets (25).

Switzerland and West Germany 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Switzerland and the Federal

of August 27, 1949, was signed on January 27, 1951. A copy of the 
trade agreement can be inspected at the Board of Trade, Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department (Industries Branch), Room 1132, 
Thames House (North), Millbank, London, S.W.1.

The agreement provides for trade between the two countries in 
goods not covered by the liberalization measures now in force between 
member countries of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation. Provision is made for the addition of further com- 
modities to the quota lists or for the increase or decrease of existing 
quotas by agreement between the two parties. 

The quotas for import into Germany include the following amounts

million. 

The quotas for import into Switzerland include the following

. THE Roumanian Official Bulletin of February 17, 1951, published 


a Decree stating that :— : 

“‘ Owners of objects, shares or other valuables deposited at credit 
or banking institutions, who have not paid the respective charges for 
the last two years, are obliged to remove the objects deposited within 
30 days. : 

Within the same time limit, persons who have rented safe-deposit 
boxes at such institutions and whose leases have expired must take 
away the contents of the boxes. 

For persons living abroad the time limit is two months. 

Valuables not removed within the time limit stated will be considered 
as abandoned by their owners and will become the property of the 
State without any compensation.”’

Chile 
Customs Duty Gold Surcharges and Revised Import Duties 
on Certain Commodities 


BY VIRTUE of Law No. 9857 of the Chilean Ministry of Finance 
published in the Diario Oficial on December 30, 1950, goods import- 
able into Chile under the “‘ free’? exchange system (see Roard of 
Trade Journal on February 17, 1951, page 395) are subject to a gold 
surcharge on the Customs duty. This rate is to be 1,550 per cent. 
for the first six months of 1951, and for the second half of the year it 
will be based on the average free market quotation during the first half. 

Goods on “‘ Gold Law” and ‘‘ Wine” Lists (see Board of Trade 
Journal 4SNces on February 17, page 395, and February 10, page 339, 
respectively) are also subject to Customs ‘gold surcharge rate of 1,550 
per cent. 


Duty on Bulk Tea 


Decree No. 10536 of the Ministry of Finance published in the 
Diario Oficial on January 5, 1951, provides for an alteration in the 
basic rate of duty on imports of bulk tea from 2-50 gold pesos per 
gross kilo to 1-50 gold pesos, 

Agricultural Machinery 

Decree No. 11206 published in the Diario Oficial on January 17, 
1951, provides that agricultural machinery may now be imported into 
Chile free of duty. 


Synthetic Resins 


Decree No. 10455 published in the Diario Oficial on December 29, 
1950, provides for a re-specification of the liability to Customs duties 
of certain types of synthetic resins. 

The synthetic resins referred to in Item 1087 are those pure resins 
which may contain only organic colourings, derived from coal. Dry 
enamels and varnishes are not included in this item. 

The products mentioned in Item 1170a are those mixtures which it 
is intended to press or polymerize by heat and are generally composed 
of a synthetic resin, a bituminous coal-tar dyestuff or mineral pigment, 
a plasticizer and a mineral or organic filler, only one of the latter 
ingredients may be missing, that is, the plasticizer or the filler. 

The plastics in powdered form, laminated, in strips or granulated, 
mentioned in Item 1170 are those products which are submitted 
already polymerized and pressed and converted subsequently into 
the forms specified.

Extra Retail Sales Tax on Luxury and Semi-Luxury Goods — 


The above Decree also provides for doubling the existing taxes on 
the retail sales of luxury and semi-luxury articles for personal, 
decorative, or ornamental use. Items affected include precious or 

semi-precious stones, jewels and gems made of gold, platinum ; 
cigar and cigarette cases, lighters, clocks, wrist and pocket watches, 
pipes, field-opera glasses, fountain pens, automatic pencils, carpets, 
vases, table-ware, fitted suitcases, trunks and bags, articles for games 
(except playing cards).

Portugal 
Drawback on Brass and Parts for Oil Stoves 


HIS MAJESTY’S Representative in Lisbon reports the publication 
of Decree No. 38,157, dated January 23, 1951, which authorizes for a 
period of one year the import into Portugal under the drawback system, 
of brass sheet, bars, rods and tubes intended for the manufacture of 
complete oil stoves, and burners, therefor. ‘The import duties to be 
refunded will be calculated in accordance with the following table :-—

Portuguese Import Licensing Relaxations 


IN THE Board of Trade Journal on February 17, 1951 (page 389), 
it was stated that goods of a value less than 2,500 escudos (£31 approx.) 
could now be imported into Portugal without import licence or prior 
registration with the import licensing authorities, from all countries 
which were members of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation, and also from Spain, up to March 31, 1951. The period 
during which this relaxation will be in force has now been extended 
to May 31, 1951. 


It has also been established that the value of 2,500 escudos quoted 
is the c.i.f. and not the f.o.b. price of the goods. No documents will 
be needed for the release of foreign exchange, although proof of value 
may be required by the Portuguese Authorities. To take advantage 
of the present concession, goods must arrive in Portugal, and not 
merely be shipped from this country, by May 31, 1951. 


Portuguese Colonies 


Exemptions from Duties 


H.M. REPRESENTATIVE in Lisbon reports the publication of 
Decree No. 38,154, dated January 19, 1951, which provides, inter alia 
for the following exemptions from duty :— 


(a) The Governor-General of Mozambique may exempt from 
duties during 1951 cement of national origin (i.e., originating in 
Metropolitan Portugal) imported into the provinces of Manica and 
Sofala, Zambesia and Nyassa, so long as the Nova Maceira cement 
factory erected near Beira is not in operation. 


(b) The Governor-General of Portuguese India may, for a period 
of 10 years from the date of the Decree, exempt from duties and 
other taxes (except stamp duty on the clearance note) materials 
intended exclusively for the construction of cheap houses. 


(c) Exemption from duties and other taxes (except stamp duty 
on the clearance note) may be granted by the Minister for the Colonies 
on fixed material and rolling stock for railways imported by State 
services overseas.

India 
Import of Drugs 
THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of a Press Note issued by the Indian Ministry of 
Health on February 14, 1951, which states that :— 

Penicillin and its preparations have been included in Open 
General Licence No. XXI (see Board of Trade Journal on December 
16, 1950). It has been brought to the notice of the Government of 
India that some persons are importing these items under the mis- 
apprehension that, as they are covered by Open General Licence, 
they do not require a Drug Import Licence under the Drugs Act, 1940. 
It is notified for general information that the items, being in Schedule 
C to the Drugs Rules, cannot be imported unless the i import is covered 
by a licence issued by the Drugs Controller (India), New Delhi. The 
import licence under the Drugs Act is in addition to and distinct from 
the licences which may be necessary under the Import Trade Control 
Regulations. (See Board of Trade Journal on August 6, 1949.)

Glucose Molecules, approved by the Drugs Controller (India), Directorate 
General of Health Services, New Delhi.” 
Importers should, before importing a particular product as a substitute 
for Normal Human Blood Plasma, obtain a certificate from the Drugs 
Controller (India) approving the substitute. The Customs Authorities 
will allow imports of the substitute under the Open General Licence only 
on production of the above certificate. If such a certificate is not produced 
and the import is not covered by any other valid import licence, the import 
will be treated as unauthorized. 

(Notification No. 3, I.T.C./51 and Public Notice No. 27, 1.T.C.(P.N.)/51 
of February 13, 1951.) 

Paints and Colours. The Notification giving the regulations for the 
July-December 1950 licensing period (see Board of Trade Journal on July 1 
1950) did not make it clear that the raw materials for which licences would 
be issued (falling under Serial Nos. 118-121 of Part IV of the I.T.C, 
Schedule) were covered by the long-term licensing scheme. 

The licensing position of these materials for the January-June 1951 
period is as follows :—

(a) Established importers on the basis of 25 per cent. of half of best 
year’s imports, and 
(b) to actual users to cover six months requirements. 

The established importers quota for these raw materials (falling under 
Serial Nos. 33-37 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule) is increased to 25 per 
cent. for the periods July-December 1950 and January-June 1951. 

The following items are added to the list of articles falling under these 
Serial Nos. (in both Part IV and Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule) for which 
licences will be issued (see note at end of the notice in the Board of Trade 
Journal on July 1, 1950). 

1. Aluminium powder and paste. 

2. Pig d water finishes for leather. 

Licence holders may get their licences amended from the Import Trade 
Controller at the nearest port so as to import these additional items, if they 
so desire.

Marble Tiles (Unfinished). (Serial No. 234 of Part IV of the I.T.C.

Increased Freight Rates 


# In view of the effect on current import licences of the increased 
freight rates on cargo destined for Ceylon, the Acting Controller of 
Imports and Exports in Colombo has issued the following notice :—

Information has been received that freight rates on merchandise 
shipped from the United Kingdom will be increased up to 25 per cent. 
with effect from March 1, 1951. The increased freight rates will be 
shown by the shipper at the foot of the invoice as a surcharge. The 
Principal Collector of Customs will pass the goods if the excess over 
the licensed value is less than 10 per cent. If the increase is over 
10 per cent., the value on the licence will be enhanced on application 
to this office. 


Pakistan Tariff Commission’s 
Enquiry into Plastic Industry 


HE Pakistan Tariff Commission has decided to hold a full-scale 

enquiry into the Plastic Industry as a result of information presented 
at a preliminary enquiry held on November 30, 1950. __ : 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi points out | 
that “‘ preliminary” enquiries are not publicised and are held in 
camera purely for the purpose of ascertaining whether there is a 
prima facie case for holding an open enquiry. It is understood that 
the present intention is that, once a preliminary enquiry has established 
that there is a prima facie case for consideration, a “ full” enquiry 
shall be held at a later date. In the past there have been a few cases 
where ‘‘ summary ”’ open hearings have been held and action taken 
on the basis of the evidence furnished, but such action was without 
prejudice to a “ full” hearing to be held later. There should now be 
no need for these open summary enquiries. 

In the case of the plastic industry it will probably be two months 
at least before the full enquiry now decided upon can be held. No 
information as to the venue or date of the hearing is available.

Milan Samples Fair 


THE 29th International Samples Fair of Milan will be held from 

April 12 to 29. This Fair, which began in 1921 as a minor event, 
is a member of the “ Union des Foires Internationales’ and is 
to-day claimed to be one of the largest samples markets in the world. 
It covers a superficial area of more than 3 million square feet, of 
which approximately po haga is exhibiting space. Products of all 
types are shown, ranging from furniture to foodstuffs and from 
building machinery to photography. For Customs purposes the 
Fair buildings are regarded as a bonded area. 

Published statistics show that there were 3,900,000 visitors to the 
1950 Fair including 19,483 qualified foreign buyers. Among the 
3,000 odd non-Italian exhibitors there were 323 showing goods from 
the United Kingdom. 

In support of United Kingdom principals and Italian agents who will 
be showing British goods at the forthcoming Fair, the Board of Trade 
—with the active co-operation of the British Consulate-General at 
Milan—s installing an official commercial enquiry bureau in the Palace 
of Nations. The Board of Trade stand, which will be combined with 
the exhibits of British European Airways and British Railways, will 
illustrate Britain’s post-war industrial development and will endeavour 
to convey the delicate balance between the claims of rearmament and 
export trade. 

British producers whose goods will be on display at the Fair are 
urged to ensure that their representatives make contact with officials 
on the Board of Trade enquiry bureau so that enquiries from business 
men for particular United Kingdom goods may, as far as possible, 
ra ene to the appropriate stands in the commercial sections of 
the Fair.
